A very large share of the taxes of ain community is 
paid by the retail merchants or their employes. 
Main of j 
the employes may pay no direct taxes, hut they rent house 
on which taxes are paid. 
If the home stores didn t employ 
these people, the houses would stand empty, or more likely 
would never have been built. 
If every one would make ii a point lo buy goods 
whenever possible in the home town, our merchants would 
increase their business and pay more taxes. 
I his would 
make possible more public improvements, a lower tax 
rate or both. 


If we all got the ‘’Buy Away From Home” fever, some 
of our merchants would have to quit, while others would 
have to reduce their stocks, and turn off part of their help. 
Many houses would be vacant. 
Taxable property would 
fall off, and strict municipal economy would he necessary. 
It would hurt every public service supported out of taxes 
When you send money out of town, you help pay 
taxes and secure public improvements somewhere else. 
Better keep it at home and thus help to get our own public 
improvements. 
Sending money away is killing the goose 
that lays the golden egg. 
While we are reaching out for 
pennies and think we are saving, we are in reality subtract­ 
ing the dollars that build up home prosperity, and on 
w hich our public well being depends. 
The success of retail trade is essential to the town’s 
advancement in all lines of progress, 
lf the merchants 
and their employes are doing well, they contribute freely 
to churches, lodges, charities, and all our philanthropies. 
Taking money away from home trade currents is taking it 
away from all these interests, so vital to the advancement 
of the town.

The truth of the old 
saying 
“there is nothing new under the sun 
was given additional proof a few days 
ago when Isaiah Hale, commissioner 
of safety of the Santa 
Fe 
system, 
came into Santa Ana in a large seven 
passenger automobile which is fitted 
with a new steel locker device which 
fits over the regular rubber tires with 
which the car is equipped, and locks 
inside a steel hanged tire, thus per­ 
mitting of the use of the car on the 
railroad track. 
Accompanying 
Mr. 
Hale were J. R. Hitchcock, superin­ 
tendent; W. T. Quirk, transportation 
inspector, and F. Purdy, roadmaster, 
the car being ih charge of Conductor 
Blackburn. 
It is now nearly three years since 
the Santa Fe Company inaugurated a 
bureau of safety, which has, during 
that time, directed its 
energies 
to­ 
wards reducing the toll of life and 
limb which in years gone by hasbeen 
collected from railroad employes, and 
the Santa Fe points with pardonable 
pride to the reduction of 36 per cent 
in number of employes killed, and a 
reduction of IO per cent in number 
of entployes injured during 1914, as 
compared to 1913. 
The general ques­ 
tion of safety is largely one of habit, 
of education; in preaching the gospel 
of safety, Mr Hale felt that he was 
being handicapped in his work by the 
fact that, traveling on regular trains, 
is was possible for him to stop only 
at livision terminals, and a few of the 
larger stations, not reaching nearly 
50 per cent of the men who work at 
outlying points. 
Tills track automobile is the result, 
using it, a stop is made at, and a 
few minutes spent with, every gang 
of men, regardless of t,he kjnd of 
work they are doing. 
Not overlook­ 
ing their 20,000 
Mexican 
laborers, 
Mr. Hale wrote a safety talk which 
was later translated into pure Mexi­ 
can; this translation was put on phon­ 
ograph records; ana as a phonograph 
is a part of the equipment of the au­ 
tomobile, whenever a gang of Mexi­ 
cans is met, they listen to this talk 
in their native tongue—a 
talk 
that 
seemingly pleases them immensely. 
Then, they are invariably given "La 
Golondrlna" by the Mexican Artillery 
Band, this selection holding in their 
affections much the same 
place 
as 
does “Home, Sweet Home” iii 
ours. 
Mr. Hale will cover practically the 
entire Santa Fe system before Decem­ 
ber 31, probably reaching a total of 
20,000 miles 
i i i that time. 
The car 
attracts, a great deal of attention ev­ 
erywhere, as it did .here. 
All employes are enjoined to “Get 
the Safety Habit;” to remember that 
"It is better to lie 
always 
careful 
than crippled,” and that "it is better 
to lie sate than sorry.” 


GOOD RESULTS FROM 
SAFETY FIRST MOVE 


With the recent publication rather 
generally by the newspapers over the 
country of an article by J. J. Cole, 
president of the Cole Motor Car Co., 
on the standardization of the traffic 
laws in the cities of the United States 
an effort has been launched to spread 
the idea in such a manner that Borne 
definite action eventually can be taken 
along this line. 
In his article Mr. Cole reasoned that 
since touring has increased so marked­ 
ly during the last year, a necessity for 
some uniformity in our traffic laws 
has developed as a means of protect­ 
ing the public from involuntary trans­ 
gression of the municipal codes. The 
motorist, he stated, who in his rambles 
journeys from city to city, finds him­ 
self in each community confronted by 
a practically different 
set of 
traffic 
laws. 
Ignorant of just what they are 
and really in no position to make a! 
special effort to find out just how they 
differ from these to which he has be­ 
come accustomed, he attempts to use 
his best judgment and thus avoid any 
embarrassing difficulties. 
The traffic'’ 
laws differ so widely, however, (hat 
he is constantly in a turmoil as to j 
what to do. 
Scheme Not Impractical. 
General 
conditions 
in the 
larger' 
cities of the country, however, are not 
so different 
that it 
would 
be 
im­ 
possible to adopt some uniform code 
of standardized 
traffic laws 
which, 
with but a few alterations, could gov­ 
ern the traffic conditions generally. 
They would establish a standard for 
parking cars in the loop districts, for 
dimming headlights in the city limits, 
for passing intersections, for blowing 
horns, ect., at the same time defining! 
the rights of the pedestrain as well as I 
the motorist. 
Throughout the East.j 
that the idea has taken a firm hold and i 
many motorists as well as motorists' j 
organizations have promised their co-j 
operation. 
I 
One suggestion that was received | 
and which has been given some ser­ 
ious consideration, is that after the 
project has been submitted through 
the motor organizations to the various 
city and state bodies for their stamp 
of approval, a delegate be appdihted 
by each state to meet in a national 
traffic convention, where a standard­ 
ized code of traffic laws shall be for­ 
mulated. 
It 
was suggested 
further 
that in the meanwhile several of the 
prominent efficiency 
experts of 
the 
country be asked to submit sample 
codes of laws which may be used as 
a basis for the work to be done at 
the national convention. 
In speaking of the project, Mr. Cole 
said; “The standardization 
of 
the 
manufacture of automobiles has so 
simplified the work of the industry 
that I felt that by standardizing the 
traffic laws we would find a remedy 
for difficulties we are experiencing. 
Topic Is Universal. 1 
“During the last summer I toured 
rather 
extensively 
throughout 
the 
country. I met other tourists who like 
me were journeying over the United 
States. One topic which was discussed 
on every 
hand 
was the traffic 
law 
question. 
Motorists complained that 
they were constantly inconvenienced 
because of their unconscious violation 
of some local traffic law of which they 
previously were not cognizant. 
“The 
Safety 
First Federation 
of 
America is doing a great work in this 
country and as a corollary to what 
that organization is doing. I believe 
the standardized laws to govern traffic 
would prove a vast help and serve to 
solve 
many of the 
problems 
with 
which tliis organization is now forced 
to deal." 
Doubtless it will take some time to 
develop the idea which Mr. Cole sug­ 
gests to such an extent that it would 
be possible to hold a national traffic 
law convention, but with active inter­ 
est in the idea, it does not seem im­ 
possible. 
Many people of prominence 
have already declared their intentions 
of assisting the project, and it is likely 
that within a very short time it will 
take some definite shape and will be 
furthered systematically as a nation­ 
wide movement.

N O T A B LE T IR E T E S T 
A remarkable tire test was made 
recently in Oakland, where records of 
the service rendered by the tires used I Auto 
on a line of taxicabs operated by the 
city were kept. 
The tires used were Diamond Squee­ 
gee Treads, 30 of them being placed in 
service, 
under 
the 
supervision of 
James Ready, foreman of the Corpor­ 
ation Yards. 
Mr. Ready'B report shows that the 
30 tires gave a total service amounting 
to 198,972 miles, an average of ti,- 
632.4 miles per tire. 
Readjustments 
were asked on only two of the thirty 
tires, which, 
considering the circum­ 
stances, appears to be quite remark­ 
able. 


That the majority of signposts de­ 
stroyed iii Southern California, are lo­ 
cated near small towns and not near 
the 
cities, 
and that the 
greatest 
damage is done by “Bhot and shell,” 
was a statement made by Secretary 
Standish L. Mitchell of the Automo­ 
bile Club of Southern California, fol­ 
lowing preparations begun last week 
for an extensive campaign to preserve 
the club's guide-posts intact. 
In the penal code of the State of 
California, provision has been made 
for the prosecution of miscreants w’ho 
deliberately destroy sign-posts located 
on county highways, and which mark 
the way for motorists. 
It is made 
a misdemeanor. 
“Every 
person who maliciously re­ 
moves, destroys, injures, breaks or de­ 
faces any mile post, board o i stone, or 
guide post erected on or uear any 
highway, or any inscription thereon, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor,” is the 
wording of Hie law as pointed out 
from the penal code by the legal de­ 
partment of the Automobile Club. 
To the layman, this law indicates 
that sign-posts erected on any high­ 
way whatsoever should be maintained 
inviolate in the eye of the law, and 
dub officials state that such 
should be the case, and that every 
effort will be made to prosecute to 
the fullest legal extent. 
So far in 1915, the Auto club has 
beeu compelled to send its trucks out 
to repair and replace 365 signs that 
had beeu damaged in one way or an­ 
other. 
It is pointed out by the route 
and map 
service 
department 
that 
while several of 
these signs 
were 
knocked down 
by 
automobiles aud 
teams, the majority were eitber "sbot- 
up“ or battered with rocks. 
Where the Auto Club is compelled 


a part of the funds which would be 
devoted to Hie completion of its al­ 
ready remarkable system of signB, the 
general work of marking the roads is 
hindered by the damage done those 
already in place. 
However, reports from the National 
Old Trails route, compiled upon the 
return of Douglas C. Mitchell from 
Kansas City, indicate that the work 
of destruction has been much more 
serious throughout the middle 
west, 
than in Southern California. 
A reason for this is found to be Hie 
fact that road signs are novelties to 
other states through which the N. O. 
T. passes, and the temptation 
of a 
shiny enamel sign is too much for the 
small boy of Kansas or the hunter of 
New Mexico. 
A campaign of educa­ 
tion will be started, however, to show 
that the immense distance covered by 
the Auto Club’s system across the 
country, precludes a weekly renewal 
of all signs destroyed, and so they 
should not be touched. 
Travellers com ing into Los Angeles 
from eastern points, declare that the 
iraiiscouUnentul signs are invaluable 
ou Hie long tour, which is made easy 
by the fact, that detours do not have 
to be made to find the way, while 
thousands of Bigas all point to South­ 
ern California. 
“lf every citizen who feels moved 
to shoot a guide sign of any descrip­ 
tion would stop to think of the incon­ 
venience he would cause another citi­ 
zen by the act, the chances are, the 
Automobile Club would have very few 
mutilated signs- to replace during the 
year,” stated Fred L. Baker, president 
of the Club, yesterday. "While I have 
already pointed out the attitude 
the 
club will take toward those found 
guilty of the offense, I wish to say 
again, that no lenience will be shown. 
"Co-operation in the matter is com­ 
ing from the office of the District At­ 
torney, and from the Sheriff.”

fall off, and strict municipal economy would be necessary. 
It would hurt every public service supported out of taxes. 
When you send money out of town, you help pay 
taxes and secure public improvements somewhere else. 
Better keep it at home and thus help to get our own public 
improvements. 
Sending money away is killing the goose 
that lays the golden egg. 
While we are reaching out for 
pennies and think we are saving, we are in reality subtract­ 
ing the dollars that build up home prosperity, and on 
which our public well being depends. 
The success of retail trade is essential to the town s 
advancement in all lines of progress. 
If the merchants 
and their employes are doing well, they contribute freely 
to churches, lodges, charities, and all our philanthropies. 
Taking money away from home trade currents is taking it 
away from all these interests, so vital to the advancement 
of the town.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29—An ac­ 
count of the discovery of the original 
habitat of the M undurucus Indians, 
a little-known tribe of savages, was 
received here today from Dr. William 
C. Farabee, leader of the U niversity 
of Pennsylvania 
museum ’s 
Amazon 
expedition. Dr. Farabee wrote that he 
had spent several m onths in the B ra­ 
zilian wilds never before visited 
by 
white men, and that he made im port­ 
ant 
geographical, 
zoological 
and 
ethnological discoveries. 
A fter going up the Cururu River 
for some 
distance 
the 
expedition 
branched off to the east on foot into 
what is called on the maps “Campo 
Geral,” but of which section little or 
nothing was 
known. 
Dr. 
Farabee 
pierced this country for 
200 
kilo­ 
m eters. and it was here that he lo­ 
cated the Mundurucus. 
He spent a 
long tim e among these Indians, study­ 
ing their language, their m anners and 
customs, and making a vocabulary, as 
a result of which he expects to settle 
absolutely the question of the rela­ 
tions of this tribe to the Tupi. 
As for 
the country itself, Dr. Farabee 
re­ 
ported that it was nothing 
hut 
“a 
worthless, semi-desert area, hilly and 
rough and unlit for grazing purposes."

of him, his strong

You crowd up to hear him. 
One banner reads: 
“These police­ 
men were fined for trying to start a 
policemen's union.” 
Graves, 
McRea 
and Smith, it appears, were the names 
of the unfortunate coppers. Another 
banner says: 
“W hat about war bo­ 
nuses for policemen and prison war­ 
ders?” 
The man is talking about oppressed 
policemen! 
Being an American and 
coming from a land of free and eman­ 
cipated policemen, you laugh. 
But this thousand persons listens 
intently to the woes of the “Union po 
licemen and Prison W arders." 
“They won’t let us have a union,” 
he shouts. 
“England is in the midst 
of a great war, with a country that 
is ruled by tyrants. But I want to tell 
you that there are no tyrants in t,h« 
world m eaner than the men who gov­ 
ern the police departm ent.” 
He points a long arm down W hite­ 
hall—which is the Pennsylvinia ave­ 
nue of London—as much as to say: 
“Who will go down W hitehall with 
me and blow up police headquarters?” 
On the same spot where he stands 
the suffrage riots were started; from 
this same place thousands of English­ 
men, at different times in English his­ 
tory, have massed their 
way 
down 
“Government avenue” to the office of 
some unhappy erring official. 
As he 
talks now a score- of policemen are 
standing by to see that no one inter­ 
feres with his free speech. 
He may curse the governm ent all: 
he pleases, even though the govern­ 
ment is knee deep in war. 
For an hour he talks about the woes 
of the unhappy 
policemen.

word does he say about enlistm ent, or 
England’s need for men. 
Then he rolls up his two banners, 
climbs down off the plinth and goes 
away.

Fuilerton-Placentia 
Walnut Association had at one time 
on the floor of their warehouse here 
six. tons of walnuts. 
Since the begin­ 
ning of the season they have handled 
418 tons, and have contracts for 260 
tons to come, making about 700 tons 
for this year's local crop. 
This does 
not include other packers, of course. 
The nuts are 93 per cent No. I size, 
but the culls are far more numerous 
than ever before. 
This 
house 
equipped with a Sturtevant 
exhaust 
Jan which takes out all the empties, 
giving a superior product. 
The culls are 
shipped 
to 
their 
cracking plant in Los Angeles, where 
the meats are separated. 
Two hun­ 
dred girls are employed in the Los 
Angeles plant. 
They arc: also putting 
up four-pound sacks' of the choicest 
nuts, intended for the retail trade, to 
serve for 
Christmas 
presents, 
etc. 
They will probably retail all over tile 
united States at $1. 
The American Fruit Distributors of 
California are shipping about a car a] 
day of walnuts. They expect to handle 
twenty-five cars during Hie 
season. 
Theirs are mostly 
Capistrano 
nuts. 
raised on hillsides, and therefore they 
have a larger percentage of strictly 
white meats than the other houses 
Only about 7 per cent are No. 2's.1 
They are not putting up fancy pack 
ages, but are shipping in full s a c k s , 
for eastern markets exclusively. 
The Benehley Fruit Company will 
handle about fifty cars of walnuts dur­ 
ing tlie season. 
Of these, they have 
shipped thirty-five cars to date. They 
are also putting up nine and ten-pound 
cartons, of hand-selected nuts. . Chese 
retail for $2 and upwards, delivered I 
to any part of the United States. 
It 
is from fancy budded stock, and they 
will not flack more than four or Ave I 
hundred all told. Besides the walnuts,! 
during the past week they have ship­ 
ped th re e cars lettuce and tomatoes, 
one car oranges and two cars beans 
They’ have coming on some extra or­ 
anges iii large sizes, very heavy fruit.
